that is continually changing with the 
wind and atmospheric conditions. 
Birds, and even the wild boars in 
France, are said to avoid this clatter. 

So thrifty are French farm folk 
that they find amusement in the fact 
that the uninitiated buy costly boxes of 
snail powder. The farmers near us 
either eat the snails or make an eco- 
nomical snail-kill. To do this, they buy 
the smallest box of canned heat on the 
market. Twelve tablets suffice and, 
when ground down to powder, these 
are mixed with five pounds of fine bran. 
Distribute the mixture in small, thumb- 
size piles around the garden. Next 
morning count the kill. 

The French are great seed gather- 
ers. They have more faith in the seeds 
or cuttings of flowers they see growing 
than they have in packaged seeds or 
purchased plants. In our locality rose, 
geranium, and lilac cuttings are passed 
around in friendly fashion. There is 
definitely more sentiment attached to 
the lovely, fragrant rose grown from 
the cutting of a friend, than from the 
rose on the plant you buy. Geraniums, 
when the cuttings are made in August, 
offer few problems. Do not leave any 
leaves on the stem planted; also, con- 
serve only half of the other leaves and 
no flowers. Also, the appendices at the 
intersections of the leaves should be 
suppressed. Lilacs are comparatively 
easy, too, when seedlings are taken at 
the end of the blooming season and are 
sufficiently watered after they have 
been planted. 


But more exciting than either of 
these is growing rose bushes from cut- 
tings. To make more roses from your 
own bush, or that of a friend, cut su- 
perior branches from flowering bushes 
and divided in branches of three to four 
inches each, each one having three or 
four eyes. Take off two leaves at the 
base and let the others remain. Plant 
in sand in your covered garden frame, 
watering well both morning and eve- 
ning. Paint the glass of the frame with 
whiting. Cuttings will have roots in one 
month. Keep sheltered or under glass 
in winter and plant in the garden in 
the spring. While these are the rules 
given, we have succeeded by placing the 
cuttings directly in the soil in a pro- 
tected section of the garden, simply wa- 
tering these frequently until they get 
their roots and take hold. We even 
leave them there throughout the win- 
ter, Once you have grown a lovely bush 
from a friend's cutting, you find your- 
self sticking every gift rose in the soil. 
It’s worth a try! The hardy, old-fash- 
ioned climbing roses seem easier to re- 
produce this way than some of the 
fancier varieties. 

In France some like to eat their 
raspberries out of season. To do this, 
when these are in flower, they cut with 
scissors all the growths where there 
are blossoms to one or two finger- 
lengths from the principal stem. Other

growths and flowers come, which will 
produce much fruit by the end of 
August or September. At this epoch 
leave the flowers until the fruits form 
and then cut these back exactly as you 
previously did the blossoms. The re- 
ward is fine raspberries for the very 
late fall season, the end of September 
or October. 


While the farmers around us use 
chemical fertilizers, they are great be- 
lievers in the natural ones, In Paris 1 
once watched a horse passing through 
a fashionable residential street. Near- 
by was a blue-jeaned street cleaner, 
ready to sweep up. But before he 
could do this, a smartly dressed wom- 
an rushed out with an empty shovel 
in her hand. There was enacted one of 


those touching French dramas of cour- | 


tesy. With a flourish, the street cleaner 
filled the woman's shovel, she thanked 
him and returned gaily to her balcony 
garden. 


How do my neighbors grow such 
superb potted plants? One of these 
says she rotates cow dung imn the in- 
terior of each pot before putting in the 
soil. 


Few waste the wood ashes from 
their stoves. The winter’s ashes are 
emptied in the barren garden well be- 
fore ploughing and planting time. Be- 
cause of their alkalinity, they are never 
mixed with the fertilizer. Some even 
save the soot from their stove pipes, 
putting this in a covered wood barrel 
to keep it dry. Then, if you have a 
humid lawn where there's a problem 
of moss creeping in and taking the 
grass, in spring and summer a fine 
sowing of the soot kills the moss. When 
the grass commences to grow, after the 
lawn has been cut, the soot can be re- 
moved. 


The rural blacksmith of France 
has a by-product for he can sell the 
corn he takes from the horses’ hoofs.

classic and unique 


o visit the Mediterranean by ship 
T. like listening to a piece of music 
composed as a theme and variations. 
The theme is the sea itself while the 
variations are supplied by the different 
countries which surround it. Chief char- 
acteristics of the theme are the famous 
and incomparable blue of the sea; the 
climate, exhilarating as dry cham- 
pagne; the frequently abrupt coastline, 
hemmed in by mountains that man has 

terraced to hold his houses, olive groves 
and vineyards; the twisted pines and 
leaning cypresses, shaped by centuries 
of winds. 

Everywhere from the French Ri- 
viera to Haifa you will see cube-shaped, 
whitewashed or pastel houses perched 
on the mountainsides or nestling in the 
valleys. On the shores of North Africa 
they mingle with Moorish towers and 
minarets, on the islands of Sicily with 
Greek temples and amphitheaters, along 
the Spanish coast they are adorned with 
balconies, grilled windows and tiled 
roofs, and along the Italian Riviera, 
grapevines clamber over projecting 
trellises to shade terraces and patios. 

You will also see architecture of 
greater complexity and grandeur, in- 
cluding some of the Western world’s 
finest achievements, for it includes many 
of the great cities of the world: Venice, 
Naples, Marseilles, Barcelona, Athens, 
Istanbul, Alexandria, Tangier and 
Algiers—all rich and heavy-laden with 
atmosphere and redolent of history. 
Then there are the islands—more than 
500 of them, ranging from Sicily with 


its architectural treasures at Selinunte, 


Agrigento, Syracuse and Palermo to 
pinpoints so small that man has found 
no use for them. There is Majorca 
where Chopin composed some of his 
loveliest music; Corsica where Napo- 
leon was born, and Elba to which he 
was exiled. There are the beautiful 
Greek islands which have been visited 
from time immemorial; the Пе d'If, 
immortalized in Dumas’ The Count of 
Monte Cristo; the Iles de Lérins, fre- 
quented by visitors of Cannes, and in- 
cluding Ste. Marguerite where the Man 
with the Iron Mask was imprisoned; 
Capraja and Monte Cristo, off the flank 
of Italy; Capri and Ischia, the latter 
the current favorite of many of Europe's 
and America’s artists and writers, the 
former a classic favorite with every- 
body, including Greta Garbo; and 
Stromboli, long associated with vol- 
canic smoke and fire and lately with 
Ingrid Bergman. 

Thus infinitely varied, yet curi- 
ously of a piece, the Mediterranean is 
all things to all men. It attracts his- 
torians and philosophers because it is 
the cradle of Western civilization. Art 
lovers will discover, along its shores, a 
great number of the world’s most cele- 
brated treasures, and witness first-hand 
the sources of ancient, classic and mod- 
ern art. (Anachronistic though it may 
seem, even Cubism was fathered on the 
Mediterranean’s venerable shores where 
the brilliant sunshine and extraordi- 
narily clear atmosphere isolate the col- 
ors of the landscape and make all 
planes of equal importance.) Students 


of architecture can find a diverse dis- 


play, including the pyramids of Egypt. 
the mosques of Istanbul, the temples 
of Greece, the mediaeval and renais- 
sance churches of Italy with their twin 
heritage of Western and Byzantine 
styles, the baroque churches of Spain. 
and such more recent manifestations as 
Gaudi's incredible, crustaceous cathe- 
dral in Barcelona, Corbusier's contro- 
versial modern apartment at Marseilles 
and Matisse’s opalescent chapel at 
Vence. Those who seek the exotic will 
find it in the narrow streets and bazaars 
of Casablanca, Tangier, Algiers and 
Marrakesh. Those who want fun and 
gaiety will find them at such sophisti- 
cated gathering places as Cannes, Nice 
and Monte Carlo, at Harry's Bar in 
Venice and at numberless cafes, night 
clubs and restaurants en route, to say 
Nothing of the facilities provided by 
all of the ships that ply Mediterranean 
waters. 

The late André Gide found “a feel- 
ing of power and glory;’ the writer 
André Siegfried found ‘brilliant light 
full of joyous vitality;’ Henri Matisse 
found ‘repose;’ Rita Hayworth found 
Aly Khan; and countless Americans 
have found the time of their lives on 
and around the Mediterranean. What 
you will find depends on your interests, 
the time you spend and your stamina. 
But first, of course, you must get there. 
This winter and spring at least four 
steamship companies are offering Med- 
iterranean cruises. Cunard’s Britannic 
leaves New York on January 29 for a 
66-day cruise that will take in Madeira, 
Casablanca, Gibraltar, Malta, Haifa, 
Alexandria, Larnaca, Rhodes, the Dar- 
danelles, Istanbul, Athens, Venice, 
Palermo, Naples, Villefranche, Bar- 
celona, Palma de Mallorca, Algiers, 
Malaga, Lisbon, Cherbourg and South- 
ampton. The Norwegian American 
Line's Oslofjord departs from New 
York on February 10 for a 56-day cruise 
to Teneriffe, Madeira, Casablanca, Al- 
giers, Malta, the Dardanelles, Istanbul, 
Athens. Alexandria, Haifa, Beirut, the 
Dalmatian coast, Venice, Messina, 
Naples, Villefranche, Majorca, Valencia, 
Malaga. Gibraltar, Tangier, Cadiz and 
Lisbon.

Amsterdam of the Holland- 
America Line sails from New York on 
March 26 for the Canary Islands, the 
Balearic Islands, Malta, Athens, Pa- 
lermo, Naples, Corsica, Villefranche, 
Malaga, Casablanca and Lisbon, taking 
12 days.

Apart from these special cruises 
the American Export Lines, the Italian 
Line, and the Home Lines offer regular 
service to and from the Mediterranean. 
One of the American Export's “4 Aces’ 
leaves every other Friday from Jersey 
City for a 47-day trip to Barcelona, Mar- 
seilles, Naples, Alexandria, Beirut, La- 
takia, Iskenderun, Piraeus, Leghorn, 
Genoa, and (on the way home) Boston. 
The Italian Line's Andrea Doria sails 
regularly to Gibraltar, Naples, Cannes, 
and Genoa; the Saturnia, Vulcania, and 
Conte Biancamano, to the Azores, Lis- 
hon, Gibraltar, Barcelona, Majorca, Pa- 
lermo, Naples, Cannes, and Genoa.

Shore excursions vary depending 
on the amount of time a ship spends in 
port, but here are some of the places 
and things you can reasonably be ex- 
pected to see: 


From Casablanca: You will want 
to see the native quarter, or médina, 
with its tightly packed houses, shops 
exploding with goods, veiled women, 
men in burnooses, turbans and fezzes. 
You can visit Rabat, the capital of 
French Morocco, see the Casbah of the 
Oudaias, the Hassan Tower and the 
Chella Mosque. In Marrakesh you will 
find the glamorous Mamounia Hotel, 
set in a great garden of palms, cypres- 
ses, jacarandas, mimosas and giant 
lilies, which hang mysteriously from the 
trees. You may also want to see the 
Koutoubia Mosque in the Place Djemaa 
el Fna, an enormous square in the 
médina where by day merchants sell 
silks, embroideries, leather 
goods, spices, herbs and amulets, At 
night the merchants are replaced by 
acrobats, snake charmers, storytellers, 
dancers and singers.

From Malaga and Cadiz: Either 
port may be the starting point of an 
excursion through the Andalusian coun- 
tryside, graced by such beautiful towns 
as Seville, Granada, Cordova, Arcos de 


la Frontera and Jerez de la Frontera. 
Malaga is a mellifluous blend of'excep- 
tional climate, dazzling light, flowers 
and architecture. Notable monuments 
are the Alcazaba, an llth-century 
Moorish fortress, and its contemporary, 
Gibralfaro Castle. In Granada you will 
find the Alhambra and the Generalife, 
former summer palace of the Moorish 
kings, surrounded by a fanciful welter 
of fountains, pools, cascades, groves of 
orange and lemon, cypress thickets, 
arbors and summerhouses. Look for the 
mosque at Cordova, the churches at 
Jerez de la Frontera. 


From Palermo: This Sicilian port 
may be your gateway to the most im- 
posing and best-preserved examples of 
ancient Greek architecture outside of 
Greece. At Selinunte lie the ruins of 
temples built by Greek colonists in the 
7th century B.C., some of the largest 
and finest specimens of the purest 
Doric style. Perhaps even more stun- 
ning are the Doric temples of Agri- 
gento on a lofty plateau overlooking the 
African sea. At Syracuse is a Greek 
theater hewn out of a rocky hill and 
measuring over 150 yards in diameter. 
Another theater, Greco-Roman this 
time, sits dramatically on a hill at Taor- 
mina, between the sea and snowy 
Mount Aetna. Palermo's monuments 
belong mostly to the mediaeval period 
as do those at Monreale, notably the 
magnificent Duomo. 


From Haifa: You may take in Mt. 
Carmel, the Sea of Galilee, Nazareth, 
Tiberias, Capernaum and Jerusalem. 


From Beirut: You may drive to 
Baalbek and inspect the Temples of 
Jupiter and Bacchus; to Damascus, 
one of the oldest cities in the world; 
to the old city of Jerusalem to visit the 


Mosque of Omar, the Church of the | 


Holy Sepulchre and the Wailing Wall; 
to the Mount of Olives, the Garden of 
Gethsemane, Bethlehem and the Church 
of the Nativity. 


From Alexandria: A minimum 
shore excursion should include a visit 


to Cairo, the Museum of Egyptian An- | 
tiquities, the pyramids and the Sphinx. | 


If time permits don’t miss Luxor, the 
Valley of the Kings and Queens, the 
Temple of Hathor, Egypt’s goddess of 
beauty and love, at Dendrais, and the 
tombs of the nobles, more intimate and 
personal than those of the pharaohs, 
their walls lined with engaging murals 
of an extraordinary freshness. 


From Naples and Genoa: An over- 
land excursion from Naples to Genoa 
or the reverse could include Rome, 
Florence and the hill towns: Perugia, 
Assisi and Orvieto. From Naples you 
may visit Pompeii, Amalfi, Sorrento 
and possibly Capri. From Genoa, the 
Italian Riviera, including Portofino, 
Santa Margherita and Rapallo. 


From Villefranche: You will ex- 
plore the French Riviera, including 
Monte Carlo, Nice, Cannes, Juan-les-

denizens. Grasse is a little mountain

In the two rooms opposite, decorators 
Michael Greer and Donald Hess have ac- 
complished what once would have taken 
four rooms to do. A traditional living room 
becomes a private bedroom for a guest; a 
contemporary bedroom is an attractive 
daytime sitting-dining room. In both in- 
stances, the changeabout is hardly per- 
ceptible. In the living room, a long, wide 
sofa with a single down cushion makes up 
into a bed. The Directoire commode pro- 
vides space for clothing. To keep the room 
uncluttered, small-scale furniture is used 
(the coffee table in front of the sofa is a 
bench topped with marble). Note that the 
writing desk also serves as an end table for 
the sofa. In the bedroom, bolsters are re- 
moved and linens added. Since this room 
is closest to the kitchen, a round Louis XVI 
table is set up for dining along one wall. 
What is unique about the apartment is that 
the scene shifts smoothly from traditional 
to contemporary decoration. The bedroom 
makes a play of modern textures and built- 
in storage; the living room is traditional in 
mood. To tie the two together. traditional 
accessories are used in both rooms.

(Continued) with strong colors used only for accent, will produce a simi- 
lar effect. In very small space, decoration can be concentrated on the walls, 
giving a room charm without using up its precious floor space. A group- 
ing of good paintings. a mirror, or an unusual wall hanging tend to make 
a small room look important. By repeating a single fabric, or a single color, 
you can link a number of small rooms to give a broad effect of spacious- 
ness. (See how the two-room apartment on page 210 is treated as a single 
room. Black-and-white pin-striped denim was used for the curtains, slip 


covers, and bedspreads.) 


ne of the assets about living in small rooms is that much of our 

paraphernalia goes undercover. Storage space may be concentrated 
along one wall, keeping things more convenient to find than in closets 
scattered about a number of rooms. Radios, phonographs, and television 
can be neatly fitted into compact built-in units, either in a wall or in a 
piece of furniture which has other duties as well. A desk may be merely a 
shelf that pulls out from a built-in wall unit. Storage may also be in- 
geniously concealed within the furniture itself, with drawers sized to what 
they will hold (see page 224). You can find desks, chests, comfortable 
chairs, and sofa beds that are interchangeable between the areas where you 
dine, sleep. or entertain. Once this bug bites you, vou will hunt for small 
chairs that are comfortable enough to sit on for long periods of time, and 
light enough to move about easily. (Watch the trend toward comfortable 
upholstered chairs for dining.) Extra seating may be provided by stools 
that tuck out of the way under a table or form a low bench along a wall. 
Instead of one large cocktail table, you may discover the advantages of 
two small tables that push together or separate to serve as end tables. 
In the traditional living room on the opposite page, a small writing desk 


doubles as an end-table for the sofa. 


he small apartments on these 8 pages provide for a full spate of good 
living and convenience. yet their rooms turn about for many pur- 
poses. Notice how they make the most of their space. Notice also this new 
kind of logic: dining in whatever room happens to be the room closest 
to the kitchen; furniture that is scaled for small-space living; the fingertip 
convenience of dual-purpose furniture, of built-in storage; the practical use

Truex’ apartment consists of two rooms separated by a long hall and kitchen. 
In these rooms he uses 150 yards of black-and-white pin-striped denim—every 
curtain, slip cover, and bedspread is cut from the same fabric. The effect that 
is created is one of spaciousness, since the rooms seem to flow together, draw- 
ing the eye away from the dimensions of any one of them. The polished 
parquet floors, stained the color of teakwood, are left bare, except for a 
small area-defining rug in the bedroom and a leopard rug before the sofa, to 
further this illusion. There is also a conspicuous absence of interrupting pat- 
tern (the walls are white), except for pictures which are grouped wherever 


there is space. Contemporary paintings are hung alongside of old drawings.

Today’s yardstick for measuring the size of a house is a human kind 


of slide rule; it measures space in terms of living. 


On the following pages House & Garden presents three examples of this new trend. 


wice as much space in half as much house 


The new yardstick for measuring the size of a house is not a straight one divided into inches 
and feet. It is a more human kind of yardstick, and it measures dimensions in terms of living 
and seeing. What has happened as a result of this new concept of space is a new kind of house. 
It may have five rooms or eight, depending on whether its sliding walls are open or closed. 
Its master bedroom may be only 10’ x 15’, and still reach to infinity because a window wall can 
open it to a view of faraway hills. It may have one storage wall that holds more paraphernalia. 
more conveniently, than a great, cavernous basement. It may have a small kitchen, but one 
so efficient that in it you can bake a cake without taking a step. This is not just space in the 
abstract or in the recesses of a dark closet, but space carefully planned and scientifically 
equipped for easy living. It is twice as useful as the empty, old-fashioned kind of space 
our grandparents knew, and today you can build twice as much of it into half as much house. 

Three examples of this new kind of house are shown on these and the following pages. 
Study them, and you will see why a flexible, modern house works as well for family living as for 
a party of fifty. You will see why it makes housework easy, with or without a maid. And you will 


conclude once and for all that the old-time ‘mansion’ was pretty ponderous and unwieldy.

Much of today’s furniture has a non-definable (but not nondescript) air 
about it. It doesn’t belong to any one room. And like the perfect maid, as 
soon as it finishes one duty it is ready to take on another.

Storage space in a home today means much more than the conven- 
tional closet tucked away in a corner of a room. Today, our houses 
are smaller, many without attics or basements. In this limited space, 
provision must be made for storing not only family clothing but the 
increasingly numerous mechanical aids that make life so pleasant 
nowadays. Since necessity usually dictates a solution, the small house 
plan has changed to incorporate several methods of its own for taking 
care of storage. The storage wall and room-divider now take the place 
of rigid partitions and can be made as flexible as your imagination. 
Many, light in weight or mounted on roller bearings, can be moved 


about and rearranged at will. On these pages we show a number of 


ingenious uses for storage walls and dividers. Some can be bought 
already assembled; others, custom-built to fit a particular situation. 
Where space is small, these units need not be full room height, and 
can therefore let the ceiling continue uninterrupted from one area to 
another. Most of the units are two-faced, offering storage possibilities 
on both sides. Each and every one of these will prove a boon to 


any household that is suffering from lack of adequate storage space.

that fits today's small-scaled rooms 


Lack of space may well be a blessing in disguise. It has 
buried the barrier between living and dining rooms and 
brought our meals out into the open of one large room. 
It has uprooted wallflower furniture and inspired flexible 
arrangements. It has, in short, given us great leeway in 
decoration. A room is no longer a place in which to sit, but 
space in which to live. Here is a case where furniture has 
adapted itself to the new kind of space, in a house as com- 
pact as a modern apartment. The furniture is from Tomlin- 
son’s new ‘Lynhurst Group’ of small-scaled pieces with 
Italian Provincial flavor. Not only are the pieces well. 
rounded and versatile, but they contribute a certain mel- 
lowness to the room. They are made of mahogany in a 
tawny, light brown finish. Woven cane panels, antiqued 
copper drawer pulls, and figured aspen tops of tables and 
chests give the pieces the familiar warmth of traditional 
furniture. Yet, in the spirit of our times, not one piece (with 
the exception of the bed) is labeled for any one particular 
room. To make the living-dining room seem spacious, one 
color was used for all the upholstery, a mustard yellow tex- 


tured material. Brass and enameled accessories add bright 


accents. Tones of yellow continue into the bedroom, with 
accents of pink in upholstered lounge chair and felt-covered 
table at the window. The walls are painted pastel yellow. 
Bedspread and bolsters are gold-toned rayon tweed. At the 
window, nylon curtains are hung over airy blinds which 
interweave strips of basswood painted citron yellow with 
rods of clear plastic.

A holiday bird without stuffing is as 
disappointingly incomplete as а cream 
puff without cream. It is an art, however, 
to be able to produce a really excellent 
stuffing, not just a drab, colorless, soggy, 
sage-y mass. 

Savory stuffings have an air of 
mystery and intrigue about them. 
Compliment-winners rely on subtle fla- 
voring, interesting ingredient combina- 
tions, thorough and complete blending, 
and the ‘just right’ proportion of added 
liquids. If guests enjoy it, but can't tell 
what's in it, it's a successful stuffing! 

For blended flavor, most ingredi- 
ents, especially onions, garlic, ete., should 
be pre-fried before being combined with 
other ingredients. There are, on the other 
hand, some very excellent cooks who dis- 
agree with this, claiming that using the 
raw, chopped ingredients, gives the fin- 
ished stuffing more zip. 

When bread is the basic ingredient, 
it should be cubed small enough to ab- 
sorb flavors, rather than crumbed. 
Crumbs have a tendency to wad up and 
destroy that fluffiness requisite to good 
stuffings. For richer color and flavor, in- 
clude somé cubes of the brown crust, 
toast the cubes, or pre-fry them in the fat 
used to pre-fry the onions. Bread tends to 
produce a lighter stuffing than crackers. 

All stuffings require some fat, 
although not too much, since consider- 
able grease is absorbed from the bird 


during the roasting process. 


The amount of liquid needed is de- 


termined by the dryness of the bread or 
other base. Here is where the cook’s 
sense of balance comes to the fore, en- 
abling her (or him!) to achieve a stuff- 
ing that is not too dry, yet not soggy 
with excessive moisture. An imaginative 
stuffing-maker seldom uses just plain wa- 
ter as the liquid, but selects consommé, 
meat stock, or vegetable juices for the 
added flavor they contribute. 

It’s the little extras that give person- 
ality to stuffings—chopped olives, fruits, 
chestnuts, fried mushrooms, oysters, etc. 
And seasoning sense is vital—paprika, 
dried herbs, curry, poultry seasoning are 
all excellent, but easy on the sage, for 
it's an overworked stuffing adjunct. 

Ingredients should be slowly and 
carefully combined. To moisten the mix- 
ture thoroughly and facilitate а com- 
plete and saturating blend of flavors, 
they may be covered and steamed for 
about 20 minutes. An occasional stirring 
is necessary during this steaming time. 

Stuffings expand during roasting, so 
birds should not be packed too full or the 
stuffing will tend to become soggy. The 
time to stuff is just before roasting, 
although ingredients for the stuffing may 
Ье prepared ahead, and mixed as they 
are about to ‘be used. Both the neck and 
body cavities are filled. Generally speak- 
ing. 1 cup of stuffing is usually allowed 
for each 1-pound market dressed weight 
of the bird.

(Continued) like to have all their shed leaves raked 
away from their roots. This leafy humus is an ex- 
cellent source of nourishment. Aside from these 
understandable foibles, most trees have a tenacious 
ability to weather freezing nights, cutting winds, 
and droughts. They put their roots down and dig 
for sustenance in swamps, prairies, river banks, 
open fields, bare sand lots, in canyons, on moun- 
tain tops, in city streets. In the United States 
there are about 720 kinds of trees, accounting for 
an enormous forest wood crop of over 600 mil- 
lion acres. 

Roughly, you can divide American trees into 
two major groups. These are the pines and their 
needle-like, conifer relatives; and broad-leaved 
trees in contrast to the needled varieties. Among 
the conifer relatives there are about 80 kinds of 
spruce, pine, hemlock, firs and cedars. Among the 


broad-leafs, 600 or more kinds of willow, elm,

species. Texas, Georgia and California follow in 
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variety and number, blessed with a climate more 
propitious than the all but treeless prairie states. 
But wherever you live, the trees you plant in your 
locality have individual characteristics. The better 
you know them, the more they will repay your care. 
Among shade trees, the oak seems to be the 
most broadly distributed. North, south, east and 
west, tap a road map and you touch an oak. It is 
their nature to grow in hot or cold climates, wet 
lowlands, dry highlands, in stone gullies, on loamy 
fields. Among small fruit and flowering trees, the 
peach is the first to bloom in the spring. There is 
a charming legend that when shadblow trees ‘blow’ 
their white spring flowers, shad are beginning to 
run in the rivers. And around New England’s shade 
maples has grown the farmer’s admonition to ‘plow 
when a maple leaf is as big as a mouse’s ear’. 
Fast-growing poplars, while of no use as shade 
trees, have a special knack for taking hold and 
germinating quickly on bare sites. They are excel- 
lent material for replanting in the wake of fire and, 
planted as a windbreak, they grow quickly and do 
not obscure the view due to high, branching form. 
Champagne corks don't grow on trees, but in Cali- 
fornia there is a tree that will supply the makings,

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Trend-setting apartment 


Marble, brass, and mink-toned walnut combine to create 


serenity and airiness in this New York duplex apartment 


Unlike the late 18th century when custom design was in flower, our 
age seldom produces interiors which are the work of one man from 
start to furniture finish. The New York duplex apartment of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jerome Kandell is a conspicuous exception. Every inch of it, from 
the marble floors to the mink-brown walnut furniture, was custom- 
designed by T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings. One of our foremost furni- 
ture designers, who arrived on a wave of baroque splendor and became 
a master of the classic modern line, Robsjohn-Gibbings has come 
out against the ‘impoverishment’ of modern rooms. He believes that 
materiale which have natural patterning are not only food for the 
eyes, but good for the soul. This apartment gave him an unusual oppor- 
tunity to practice what he preaches. By installing marble floors in the 
living room, hall, and dining room, he achieved a sense of space 
and serenity. In less expert hands, marble floors might look cold and 
austere, but each of these blocks was chosen for its rich, matching pat- 
tern. Broad strokes of warm gold colors were used close to the floor. 
on low upholstered furniture. The furniture throughout the apartment 
was custom-designed by Robsjohn-Gibbings to fit the proportions of 
the rooms. It is, for the most part, walnut in a finish which brings out 
the natural fur-like graining and coloring. For texture contrast, brass 
is used for the legs of cocktail tables and dining table, and for the 
hardware on several pieces. A Malacca cane design appears on the 
simple brass legs of the cocktail tables and bar-chest in the living room 
and is repeated in the walnut frames of mirrors, night tables, and 
chairs in the bedrooms. This motif, plus the low, sweeping lines of the 
pieces and the emphasis on textured patterns, recalls Japanese in- 
teriors. Upholstery and curtains in the living room are in colors remi- 
niscent of the gold-dust clouds and gold-leaf backgrounds of Japanese 
paintings. Gold colors are repeated in the dining room on chairs up- 
holstered in leather stitched in a wavy vermicelli design. The dining 
room derives warmth and unity from the walnut walls which seem 
to absorb the weight of the commodious sideboard. Accessories 
throughout are a few well-chosen pieces of Roman and Egyptian origin, 
and contemporary lamps and smoking accessories made of onyx. 

Up from a spiral staircase in the entrance hall are the bedrooms, 
each of which is designed as a combination bed-sitting room. Gray 
carpeting runs up the stairs and throughout the second floor for con- 
tinuity, but each room has its own color scheme. In the master bed- 


sitting room, Siamese silk curtains and (Continued on page 275)

How to install your own heating system 


By installing their own heating system 
the Week-end Builders gained first-hand knowledge 


of how it works and how to keep it in top condition 


When investigating a heating system for their remodeled farmhouse in Connecticut, 
the Week-end Builders Mr. and Mrs. Walter Ian Fischman discovered that there 
were several available that they could, with the help of some expert advice, install 
themselves. This not only appealed to their limited budget but offered them a work- 
ing knowledge of the heating layout enabling them to keep it in tiptop condition. 
Their final choice was influenced by several important factors. The system had 
to be one that could combat rigorous New England winters, one that could easily 
be installed in an old house and, most important, since the house was used mostly 
on weekends. one that could be quickly brought from minimum to maximum com- 
fort. After explaining these requirements to their local dealer he suggested an oil:

Since Mrs. Rogers likes to cook, 
she wanted an efficient kitchen. To bake 
a cake or turn out a batch of cookies, 
she simply stands at a counter, finds 
everything within reach. Electric mixers 
are in a cupboard above, and flour and 
sugar bins are below; the refrigerator 
is at the right; the eye-level height 
oven is built into the wall at left. The 
rest of the kitchen is just as well 
planned, and has a wide breakfast bar

that doubles as pass-through counter 
and sections off an area that serves as 
butler’s pantry for big parties. 


The bedroom end of the house, too, 
shows careful attention to small details 
that make for comfortable living. One 
room is for TV and occasional guests; 
it has two foam-rubber couches that 
roll up and down like hospital beds, is 
a favorite spot for reading and relaxing. 
Young Billy’s room, right next to his 
mother’s and father’s, is ruggedly fur- 
nished and easy to keep neat. The mas- 
ter bedroom has built-in storage cabi- 
nets that form a U: one cabinet doubles 
as a dressing table; others house many 
items, including Mrs. Rogers’ sewing 
machine; together, the counter tops 
form a long table for cutting patterns. | 


As the Rogers take stock of their 
house, they remember the notebook 
where its plan really started. They re- 
member the clippings, the rough | 
sketches, the thousands of words de- | 
scribing themselves and how they 
wanted to live. And they are sure that 
it pays to write down all your ideas | 
long before you are ready to start 
building your house.

In one corner is a storage cabinet which 
houses the music system. Along the 
window wall adjacent to the kitchen is 
a built-in upholstered bench. The din- 
ing-table arrangement is an ingenious 
one. There is a raise-up panel in the 
wall between kitchen and living room, 
and the table is on rollers so it can be 
pushed from one room to the other. It 
is thus out of sight in the kitchen where 
it can be set and cleared at leisure, ex- 
cept at dinner time; then, like a ready 
and waiting stage prop, it is pushed 
into the living room. 


In the master bedroom, there are 
two double beds and two comfortable 
chairs; everything else is built in. One 
whole wall is.a bank of closets organ- 
ized down to the last inch. At the rear 
of each is space for hanging dresses 
and suits, and built onto the back of 
each door are shallow shelves for shirts 


and accessories, so there is no digging 


to find one thing under another. Built 
into the adjacent wall, beneath the win- 
dows, are book shelves. The beds have 
no headboards; instead, along the wall 
behind them, are more storage cabinets. 
Their top ledge serves as night table, | 
holds lamps and the books being read 
at bedtime. 


This is a house where there is no 
clutter, no confusion, practically no 
maintenance. (Most walls are of nat- 
ural fir plywood which requires little 
care and no periodic painting, and in- 
stead of a lawn to cut there are ground 
covers and plantings of native shrubs.) 
It has freed Mr. and Mrs. Wise from | 
all the problems of a larger house and | 
servants, but still given them all the 
living space they want both for the 
present and for their later years.

It's not what you wrap,

The cheery ingredients on these Christmas wrappings by designer 
Carol Kottke, came out of pantries, school-room desks, and knitting 
bags. They are nostalgic reminders, as in the days of cranberry and 
gingerbread trimmings, that homemade Christmas trimmings are 
still the most fun to concoct around the family table. Equipped with 
scissors, red, green, and clear sticking tape. young fry can chop and 
snip inventively, securing to the boxes loops of green yarn and red 
string, or curly steel wool in silver or copper mesh. They can 
sprinkle red and silver sequins on clear gummed tape, or those gaily- 
colored cake decorations known as ‘nonpareils. Little tufts of white 
cotton attached to the tape give a soft, Christmasy look. So does plain 
white table salt sprinkled on gummed tape like snow. Rainbow- 
colored tooth picks and rubber bands, ice cream soda straws, and 
crimped spaghetti shells are other suggestions, also the ingenious 
mobile made of easy-to-bend florists’ wire fastened on triangular 


bases taped to the box top with a cut-out cardboard greeting.

requirements, noted structural details 
of the house that might affect the air- 
tight fitting of standard-size ducts. 
Good planning in advance was essen- 
tial, to avoid costly mistakes. A second, 
important consideration was to dove- 
tail the heating layout with the plan of 
the house. The Week-end Builders sup- 
plied a set of working blueprints used 
during the remodeling of the house. 
From these the manufacturer's engi- 
neering staff prepared a set of detailed 
heating plans that were sent with the 
furnace and duct materials. All parts 
arrived on the job cut to size and sup- 
plied with the exact number and type 
of fittings. After the system was in 
place, the engineer again returned, 
checked the work thoroughly, corrected 
any errors and then turned on the heat. 


A forced warm air heating system 
works on a very simple principle. Air 
is heated in an oil-fired furnace and 
circulated through a steel heat ex- 
changer. It is then propelled silently 
through ducts in walls and floors by an 
automatic blower fan. On the way the 
air passes through spun glass filters, 
which rid it of dust and dirt particles, 
and over a humidifier, which moistens 
it for maximum comfort. A steel cabinet 
encloses the burner and blower units 
and prevents floor dust from being 
blown through the ducts. 


The way to assemble the prefabri- 
cated chimney which comes in 2’ ma- 


sonry lengths is shown on page 245. 
This is an easy job which the Week-end 
Builders handled in less than a day. Be-

Sportsman's corner 


HOUSE & GARDEN 


Ammunition for 
the straight shooter 


Handloading helps gunners enjoy their sport year-round 


Visitors to Chartwell tell me that 
Sir Winston Churchill shows consid- 
erably more talent as a bricklayer than 
as an easel painter. But talent is really 
not the point. These are the great 
man’s hobbies—his relaxation in a pro- 
digiously busy life. There's not a doubt 
that while his hands have been busy 
and his mind in neutral, many a knotty 
governmental or literary problem has 
unravelled itself. 


А good hobby is a great comfort 
in confusing times like these when 
there seem to be not two, but four or 
five sides to most questions—when 
those physicists seem bent on disprov- 
ing what we used to think were the 
basic laws that governed the universe. 


The hobbies with which sportsmen 
occupy themselves during long off- 
seasons—handloading, fly-tying, fancy 
ropework, model building, painting— 
are more than just substitutes for the 
sport itself; they give a sense of 
accomplishment as well as a feeling of 
relaxation that many high-spirited men 
can't get from games in which the com- 
petitive element is involved—even from 
solitaire in which the only real com- 
petition is the run of the cards. 


Some instruction from an expert 
is, naturally, of help to a beginner. But 
if such help is not readily available, 
you'll find excellent books on most 
hobbies which are simply written and 
clearly illustrated. 


Handloading 


Handloading is an art that occu- 
pies many gunners during closed sea- 
sons and inclement weather, Its chief 
purpose is to 'tailor ammunition for 
favorite weapons. I think I am safe 
in saying that all the world's record 
scores and ‘groups’ have been hung up 
with specially loaded ammunition. 


This is no hobby for the slipshod 
individual (who should keep away from 
firearms in any case), and it is not for 
a man who merely wants cheap am- 
munition, Handloading should mean 
better ammunition—ammunition that 
is best suited to the special require- 
ments of your weapons, and also for 
specific uses—whether target shooting 
or varmint hunting. 


Although manufactured cartridges 
today are truly accurate, it is obvious 
that they must be made for use in 
various types of weapons of the same 
caliber. Each type of weapon, however, 
has individual variations. Indeed, tests 
have shown that even rifles of the same 
make, consecutively manufactured, 
have slight variations. This is where 
handloading comes in. 


But, in addition, the handloader 
is not limited to a few standard fac- 
tory loads for a particular rifle; he 
can step down or (within the limits 
of safety) step up his load to suit 
special purposes. 


And of course when a man re- 


loads fired cases, which are usually dis- 
carded, he saves considerable money 
because these brass cases are the most 
expensive single part of a cartridge. 
However, now that the government has 
relaxed its restrictions on brass, empty, 
primed cases in all calibers are once 
again available in limited quantities. 


The increasing popularity of hand- 
loading has brought with it great im- 
provement in tools designed for this 
purpose. Fifty years ago there were 
only tong-type hand tools which 
handled only one type of cartridge and 
a bullet of one shape and weight. 
Nowadays we have hand tools that will 
handle any shape and style of bullet 
and also, to a limited degree, inter- 
changeable dies. Better still, we have 
bench tools with interchangeable dies 
which make it easy for the handloader 
to change from one caliber to another 
and speed up the whole operation. 


To a beginner I recommend the 
following basic equipment: 


First, a bench-type reloading tool 
which has a set of two dies for each 
caliber: one is a combination die that 
will resize (either neck or full-length), 
decap (push out the fired primer), and 
expand the inside of the neck to the 
proper diameter; the other die seats 
the new bullet after the case has been 
prepared with a new primer and pow- 
der. 


Second, a good powder scale with 
a set of weights, and with a balance 
that is sensitive to less than one-tenth 
of a grain avoirdupois. 


Third, a good powder measure. 
Fourth, a funnel for powder. 


When buying this equipment, the 
beginner should look ahead; as he gets 
into handloading he'll probably want 
to add several items, and these should 
fit in with his original equipment 
rather than make it obsolete. So it will 
be only sensible for him to buy the 
best equipment that he can afford. 


While excellent results can be 
obtained with hand tools, I think a be- 
ginner would be wise to start with a 
bench tool which is much easier and 
faster to operate and, in addition, does 
the job of full-length resizing that is 
usually advisable for fired cartridge 
cases, especially when they have been 
fired from a weapon other than your 
own. This cannot be done with a hand 
tool; a separate resizing die is neces- 
sary and its operation is slow and 
tedious. 


Naturally there's a difference in 
price. The Lyman No. 310, a hand tool, 
costs $15.75. The New Lachmiller 
Loading Tool, a bench model, is prob- 
ably the most versatile on the market. 
It will load shotgun shells as well as 
rifle and pistol shells. It is the only 
tool that has a primer catcher which 
prevents the decapped primers from 
scattering on the floor and scoring the 
surface when you step on them. $55.70

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Curry flavor 
for holiday menus 


The cook deals with 
curry as naturally as with salt and pep- 
per, but the enticement she adds to her 
foods elevates her reputation as a fine 
and discriminating cook. Unlike most 
spices and condiments, curry cannot be 
casually added as a dashing after- 
thought. It must be thoroughly and 
thoughtfully blended into foods. Al- 
though it has no nutritional value in it- 
self, curry adds such intrigue to other- 
wise bland fare that it often Cinderella- 
izes ordinary dishes into culinary pro- 
ductions.

When curried dishes are served 
with rice, as they so very often are, it 
is as important that the rice be proper- 
ly prepared, fluffy, dry and never soggy, 
as it is for the curry to be tasty. In all 
recipes, measure the amount of curry 
powder carefully, for the pleasingly 
pungent taste of curried dishes depends 
on the considered balance of in- 
gredients. Like corned beef and cab- 
bage or ham and eggs, curry has its 
own famous partner—sweet, gingery 
chutney. It is really indispensable. Tra- 
ditionally, a full tray of condiments ac- 
companies a curried dish. There is no 
limit to the number you may choose, 
but you will add intrigue to your meal 
if you balance the flavors between the 
subtle and pungent, the sweet and tart. 
Among the classics are shredded coco- 
nut, ground roasted peanuts, Bombay 
duck, hard-cooked eggs (the whites 
chopped, the yolks sieved), banana 
cubes, and candied ginger. And, of 
course, you may add to the list with 
ideas of your own, such as sweet and 
sour pickled fruits and vegetables, 
chopped chives or scallions, white 
raisins, chopped ripe olives, grated 
orange or lemon rind, chopped cold 
ham, ete. 


Russian curried soup 


8-10 servings 
1 can pea soup 
М› can tomato soup 
2 cups whole milk 
1% teaspoon curry powder 
Salt and pepper to taste 


1 cup heavy cream 


Heat the combined soups and 174 cups 
of the milk. Blend the curry powder 
with the remaining 24 cup milk and add 
this to the heated soups. Season to taste 
with salt and.pepper. Just before serv- 
ing. add the cream. Serve piping hot 
with a garnish of croutons. 


Curried apple soup 


4 servings 
1 cups chicken bouillon 
2 medium sized onions, sliced thinly 
2 tart apples, sliced thinly 
1 cup heavy cream 
"4 teaspoon curry powder 


Simmer the sliced onions and apples 
in the bouillon until tender. Sieve and 
reheat, then add the heated cream. Mix 
a little of the liquid with the curry pow- 
der to form a smooth paste. Carefully 
stir this paste into the soup, cook for 
10 minutes, then serve. 


Curry sauce 


Makes 2*5 cups sauce 
14 cup cooking oil 
14 cup cornstarch 
W teaspoon salt 
М, teaspoon pepper 
Vo teaspoon curry powder 
2 cups chicken stock 
% cup light cream 


Blend the oil, cornstarch, salt, pepper 
and curry powder thoroughly. Add the 
stock and cook, stirring constantly, un- 
til the mixture is thick and smooth. Boil 
for 1 minute, remove from heat and add 
the cream. Serve the sauce very hot. 


Curried omelet 
2 servings 

1 tablespoon curry powder 

3 eggs, separated

Carefully mix the curry powder with 
the beaten egg yolks. Add the salt and 
pepper, then fold in stiflly beaten egg 
whites. Melt the butter in a skillet, 
then carefully pour in the omelet mix- 
ture and stir until the eggs begin to set. 
Allow the omelet to brown on the un- 
derside then place it under the broiler 
to brown on top. Serve in center of rice 
mounds, pouring curry sauce over all.

complete with dies for one caliber. 


At first Td advise the use of ready- 
made bullets such as the Sierra or the 
Hornady jacketed bullets which are 
made in various weights and calibers 
suitable for target, varmint, or big 
game hunting. Later you well may de- 
cide to make your own bullets, and for 
this you'll need bullet molds, some 
sort of melting pot (I’ve found the 
electric furnace is the most efficient), 
a bullet sizing and lubricating machine, 
and a micrometric caliper. 


You may have wondered why I 
have included both a scale and a pow- 
der measure in the basic equipment. 


One reason is that precision is the 
point of handloading, and the best re- 
sults are obtained when powder charges 
do not vary by more than one-tenth of 
a grain; weighing is the surest method 
of achieving this precision. Another 
very important reason for weighing is 
the element of safety when you are 
working with heavy loads: even normal 
loads develop tremendous chamber 
pressure, and with heavy loads a little 
extra powder can be dangerous. 


But weighing is slow, so I think 
it’s a good idea to use both measure 
and scale. You set the measure to throw 
a few tenths of a grain less than the 
charge calls for; when this amount 
is in the balance pan, it’s easy to add 
the very small amount necessary to 
bring it up to the desired weight. 


Though, as I’ve said, handloading 
is no hobby for the careless man, it is 
not nearly as dangerous as your wife 
may think. Modern smokeless powder 
is highly inflammable, but it will not 
explode unless it is confined. The metal 
of the cans in which it is packed is so 
thin that excessive heat will melt it, 
thus eliminating confinement before 
explosion can take place. Powder, of 
course, like any inflammable substance, 
must be handled with care; the con- 
tainer, for instance, should never be 
shaken because this can build a danger- 
ous charge of static electricity. 


The real danger of handloading is 
overloading, whether from carelessness 
or from the desire for increased bullet 
velocity. Since normal full charge loads 
in the .30/06 caliber develop around 
50,000 pounds per square inch in cham- 
ber pressure, it is easy to understand 
that even a little more powder can re-

sult in a blown-up gun. Besides this, it 
is unwise to load a heavier charge 
than you need for your purpose. Light 
loads prolong barrel life and, by re- 
ducing recoil, are easier on your shoul- 
der. Moreover, light loads as a rule 
are more accurate than too heavy ones. 
I strongly recommend that the be- 
ginner get hold of The Complete 
Guide to Handloading by Phil Sharpe 
(Funk & Wagnalls—$10) which gives 
over 7000 tested hand loads for over 
120 American cartridges; its cross- 
referenced index is a great convenience. 
Why Not Load Your Own by Town- 
send Whelan (Combat Forces Press— 
$3.50) is another excellent book on 
handloading. 


A word about the storage of hand- 
loading components. 


Primers, though small, are sensi- 
tive, and therefore should be handled 
with extra care. Some men store them 
in their original cartons but, since ex- 
cessive moisture can ruin them, I pre- 
fer wide-mouthed glass jars with screw 
covers—actually what I use are peanut 
butter jars. These I store in a dry place 
that is well away from excessive heat. 


Powders are best stored in their 
original cans which have a cork seal 
in the cover that keeps out moisture. 
Normal room temperatures are perfect- 
ly safe but, as with primers, excessive 
heat must be avoided. 


Brass cartridge cases should be 
stored in boxes where they'll be pro- 
tected from dust and from moisture 
that may cause corrosion. 


The components for handloading 
are carried by more and more dealers 
throughout the country. [f you can't 
find one in your vicinity, I suggest that 
you write to the Stoeger Arms Corpora- 
tion, 507 Fifth Avenue, New York City, 
where Harold Calvert, an expert on 
handloading, is a member of the staff 
and will be glad to answer any ques- 
tions you may have. As a matter of 
fact, anyone interested in the latest 
news of guns and ammunition should 
have a copy of the 1954 edition of The 
Shooter's Bible, the annual publication 
of this firm. The price is $2, and this 
latest edition—the forty-fifth—has an 
enlarged section on handloading as 
well as a section called “The Angler's 
Guide,’ which covers the latest in fish- 
ing equipment. —GERALD McCann

sheer silk glass curtains are in tones of 
gray-blue to blend with the walls and 
ceiling. The bed and chaise longue are 
covered in a posy-printed chintz with 
an overlay of sheer organdy, which, 
when quilted, has a delicate, frosted 
look.

How to pack and wrap cookies 


Cookies must be thoroughly cold before 
they are stacked or piled in any way. 
Wire cake racks, or any sort of impro- 
vised wire mesh screen which enables 
cookies to cool from the bottom, is pref- 
erable to turning them out on waxed 
paper. Now for the packing. A metal 
box is certainly the best, but difficult 
to procure and expensive in quantities. 
Aluminum foil is a satisfactory substi- 
tute. In the case of small cookies such 
as the almond crescents or ice box 
cookies, the aluminum foil can be used 
to line a heavy cardboard box. One 
good rule to follow is to keep the box 
tightly filled. For that reason I like to 
pack separate kinds of cookies indi- 
vidually in 2- or 3-Ib. candy boxes or in 
the square boxes used for sugar tablets. 
I have frequently used 3-1Ь. shortening 
cans or empty coffee tins for small 
cookies, fastening the lid with trans- 
parent tape. These have to be packed 
in a stout carton with newspaper or 
other packing stuffed between to pre- 
the cans from shaking. 
cookies are obviously better travelers 
than others, but I always take a chance 
on a special favorite, believing that 
even the crumbs may feed the soul with 
joy.

The name ‘Singing Tower’ is an 
adaptation of a ‘Carillon Tower.’ In the 
Netherlands (from which the Bok fam- 
ily Belgium, and parts of 
France, huge watch towers were built 
to be used by sentinels who reported 
flooding of the dykes, or the coming of 
invaders. In such an emergency a horn 
was used to summon the villagers. 
Later, bells replaced the primitive 
horn; clocks were introduced into the 
watch towers, and bells were struck to 
toll the time of day.

A richly 
colored earthenware motif decorates the 
lancet windows, showing the rise of life 
from its underseas forms through flow- 
ers and birds to the creation of man. 
The carvings of birds on a marble band 
encircling the tower above the North 
door, and the pinnacles which replace 
the ugly gargoyles of European Gothic 
towers, show the flamingoes, cranes 
and other native Floridian birds. 


Rising from its 51-foot-wide foun- 
dation, the Tower is 205 feet high. In 
slowly changing form, and tapering 
lines, it becomes octagonal at the top 
and is 37 feet wide. Seventy-one caril- 
lon bells, the largest 11 tons, the small- 
est 12 pounds, hang on five levels and 
are graduated according to size. They 
are finely cast, famous: for sweetness 
and perfection of tone, and are played 
carillonneur Anton Brees, 
famous bellmaster of Antwerp, Bel- 
gium. Inscribed on the bourdon, or 
massive tenor bell, is the dedication of 
the carillon. It reads: 

‘This carillon

These can be placed over sections of 
greenhouse benches to capture a con- 
centration of moisture for very young 
plants. Vertical pull-out bins fit under 
a working counter to hold soil, humus, 
sphagnum, sand and fine cinders (to 
lighten soil) , bone meal, and leaves. To 
supplement counter space for trans- 
planting, pruning and labeling, a large, 
hinged planting table can be lowered 
from the wall by pulleys, stored flat 
when not needed. The floor was fin- 
ished with a water-resistant plastic seal 
so that spilled soil can be whisked up 


а 


easily without marring the surface. 

When the sliding cupboard panels 
and bins are closed, all evidence of a 
garden workroom disappears and it be- 
comes a room for family activities. With 
the advantage of good overhead light 
and plenty of counter space, neighbor- 
hood children enjoy meeting in the 
erstwhile potting shed for an occasional 
art class. The planting table and work 
surface conyert easily for informal en- 
tertaining and the hard-surface floor 
can be used for dancing to music from 
the adjacent living room. 


Potting shed before remodeling was a supply room cluttered with 


garden materials for use in greenhouse. Wall space was not 


equipped for storage. Work table filled center of room, Pots, bales, 


short- and long-handled tools were stacked in random corners.

encourage fruit growth. During hot 
spells, water trees once a week in the 
early keep roots moist, and 
soak the soil deeply. A mature tree may 
pull as much as 40 gallons of water 
from the soil on a mid-summer day,

tain, and is 325 feet above sea level. 
Thirty-six Florida lakes are visible from 
the top of the great Tower. Over one 
thousand live oaks, ten thousand aza- 
leas, a hundred Sabal palms and three 
hundred Boston ferns grow among the 
grounds, where original pines still stand 
amid a variety of exotics imported from 
the mountains of tropical Asia. Migrat- 
ing birds discover the Sanctuary at the 
cross-roads, flying north and south. 
Northern birds winter there, and over 
136 species from all over the country 
have been noted during a ten-year 
period. Some birds resent the sweet- 


ness of the chimes, and scold resound- 
ingly. But mocking bird, 
who tries to mimic the notes.

The Lake Sanctuary, as well as the 
Tower, is open to visitors 
throughout the year, from 8 to 5. at no 
charge. From December first to April 
thirtieth, the carillon is played on Tues- 
day, Thursday, and Saturday at noon, 
and on Sunday at 3 p.m.
